Attorney General Greg­ 
ory is expected shortly to advise the 
President whether he can legally arm 
ships. 
An extra session of Congress before 
July 1st, to pass appropriations if for 
no other purpose, seems certain. 
If 
the senate amends its rules so prompt 
action can be taken on armed neu­ 
trality bill, the extra session of Con­ 
gress may be expected within two or 
three weeks. 
The government 
has 
received messages from all parts of 
the country bitterly criticising 
the 
senators who thwarted action on the 
armed neutrality hill.

and universal forces 
of 
mankind.” 
Declaring there are "many things to 
be done at home,” the President add­ 
ed: “But we realize that the greatest 
things that remain to be done must be 
dono with the whole world for a stage. 
They will follow in the 
immediate 
wake of the war itself and will set 
civilization up again.” 
He continued: 
“We are provincials no longer. 
The 
tragic events 
of 
the 
past 
thirty 
months have made us citizens of the 
world. There can be no turning back. 
Our fortunes as a nation are involved. 
We are not the less Americans 
We 
shall be more true Americans if we 
remain true to the principles In which 
we have been bred. 
We have known 
and boasted all along that these were 
the principles 
of a liberated 
man­ 
kind.” 
The President declared: 
“We stand firm in armed neutrality, 
since in no other way eau we demon­ 
strate what it is we insist upon and 
cannot forget.” 
Continuing, the President said: 
“We may be even drawn, not by our 
own desire, into a more active asser­ 
tion of our rights as we see them, but 
nothing will be allowed to alter our 
purpose.

The row at A ustin has gotten to the 


place where it ought by all reason 


and for the sake of all decency be set­ 
tled. 
The charges against the gov­ 


ernor should be proved or disproved, 


and the death grapple betw een the 
governor and the 
S tate 
U niversity 
should be arbitrated and peace 
re­ 
stored. 
The m atter has now gone so 
far the investigation should be held 
and should be as thorough as it is pos­ 
sible to make it. 
L et the light be 
turned on, and let the people of Texas 
know where the blame lies and who is 
responsible therefor. 
D iscussing the 
m atter the Houston Post says: 
“The storm y scene enacted in 
the 
house Saturday might 
have 
been 
averted if the proper action had been 
taken earlier upon the charges which 
have been preferred against Governor 
Ferguson. 
The Post thought then as 
it thinks now that there is but one 
way to 
dispose of m atters of 
this 
character in Justice to all concerned, 
and th a t is a com plete and exhaustive 
investigation. 
“It was very evident th at the ta ­ 
bling of the O’Bannion resolution was 
a very poor way to serve the govern­ 
or, since that action denied nothing 
and refuted nothing. 
"Admittedly, it is em barrassing to 
the governor to have these accusa­ 
tions reiterated, not only in Austin, 
but throughout the state, and his irri­ 
tation Is not to be wondered at. 
But 
th e governor him self and his 
over­ 
zealous friends are largely to blame 
for th e course m atters have taken. If 
he had dem anded and insisted upon 
the investigation, the vindication of 
which he is so confident m ight have 
been forthcom ing long ago. 
“W hat has happened 
is 
anything 
but pleasant 
to 
contem plate. 
The 
governor’s fiery speech in the house 
was a sacrifice of dignity th at ill be­ 
came him and, more than that, In the 
tenseness of his passion he was be­ 
trayed into m aking an attack upon 
the U niversity of Texas th at ought 
not to have been m ade and for which 
there is not the slightest foundation, 
according to the best evidence obtain 
able. 
“The charges he has m ade against 
the university and its friends require 
instant and exhaustive investigation, 
for now it is very evident th a t unless 
the attitude of the governor under­ 
goes a pronounced change the legisla­ 
ture will have to devise a way to pro­ 
tect th at institution against the gov­ 
ernor’s hostility. 
“For the governor to visit his w rath 
upon the U niversity of Texas, and this 
seems to be the meaning of the chal­ 
lenge he has uttered, is a possibility 
too serious to ignore. 
“Now that the ‘bridle is off,’ to use 
the 
governor’s expression, let 
the 
house proceed with the investigation 
in an orderly m anner, om itting fur­ 
th er speeches upon the subject in the 
house until the report of the com m it­ 
tee is made. 
“The Post does not believe th at any 
considerable num ber of 
persons in 
Texas has any desire to see Governor 
Ferguson hum iliated. It 1b to be hoped 
th at there is enough love of the good 
name of the state left in the hearts 
of the people to create a general de­ 
sire th at all the accusations and ru- 
rnore which have been rife for so long 
may prove entirely unfounded, 
“The Post is sure th at the few who 
may be interested only to the extent 
of blackening his reputation regard­ 
less of the truth will evoke very little 
sym pathy or respect from the m asses 
of the people. 
"But these charges ought to be dis­ 
posed of in the only authoritative way 
th at it is possible to dispose of them, 
and that is by an investigation, with 
all w itnesses testifying under oath 
so that they may be established or re­ 
futed by indisputable facts and by in­ 
disputable facts alone.

RECORD EGG STORY. 


League City Man Has a Flock of Sure 
Enough Layers. 


League City. Texas, March 7.—C. E. 
W alker of League City owns a flock 
of Plym outh Rock hens which have 
made a com m anding bid for recogni­ 
tion as layers in the present days of 
high priced eggs. 
According to W alk­ 
e r’s accounts for 30 days preceding 
March 2nd his hens, 34 in number, 
produced 900 eggs. 
The average for $ach hen for the 30 
days was better than 26 eggs, and the 
cost of production is given an approx­ 
im ately 18 cents a day, of a total for 
the flock for the 30-day period of 
$5.40. 
Seven dozen of the eggs selected 
for setting w ere Bold at 35 cents a 
dozen, while the rem ainder brought 
30 cents a dozen, or a total of $21.45, 
leaving a net profit of $16.05. 
Mr. W alker is a firm believer In the 
possibility 
of 
profit 
in 
chicken 
ranching. 
He says his hens have 
a 
large grass range and in addition to a 
feed of maize, corn, bran and kitchen 
slop, are given a special feed at least 
once a month In which red peppers 
form an im portant ingredient.

O bservance of th is day was 
officially sanctioned by G overnor Fer­ 
guson, who in a proclam ation asked 
th a t th e public schools of th e sta te 
hold exercises 
ap p ro p riate 
to 
the 
m em ory of G eneral Houston. 
T oday also is the 81st an n iv ersary 
of th e signing of the T ex as d eclara­ 
tion of independence. 
A p a rt of the 
p rogram in th e schools observing this 
day will consist of the read in g of this 
h istoric docum ent. 


•Contributions also will be received 
today for th e proposed m o n u m en t trf 
be 
erected In 
m em ory of 
G eneral 
Houston. 
T his m o num ent fund was 
sta rte d som e tim e ago by resid en ts 
of H ouston and w as endorsed by the 
governor in his proclam ation calling 
for observance of this day. 


T h e T exas legislature held m em o ­ 
rial exercises in jo in t session today, 
and C aptain S. J. P. McDowell, aged 
93, of L ockhart, said to be th e only 
living m em b er of th e historic Ninth 
legislature, a tte n d ed as an honored 
guest. 


A h istory of G eneral H o u sto n ’s life 
is closely woven with th e h isto ry of 
Texas and even w ith th e history of 
the U nited S tates. 
It includes prac­ 
tically all dealings of the governm ent 
w ith the Indians and 
touches 
the 
whole question of expansion, slavery 
and secession. 
H ouston began his c a re e r In 1806, 
w hen 14 y ears 
of 
ago, by running 
aw ay from th e hom e of his widowed 
m o th e r in T en n essee to join the C h er­ 
okee Indians, encam ped eight m iles 
aw ay. 
Sought out by his older b ro th ­ 
ers, he declined to re tu rn hom e and it 
w as only a fte r his clothing w as torn 
and tatte re d th a t he w ent back to his 
m o th e r to be refitted. 
F rom th en on for several y ears he 
divided his tim e betw een hom e and 
the Indians, until, finding him self in 
need of money, he opened a school in 
th e w hite se ttle m e n t and succeeded 
as a schoolm aster. 
In 1813 H ouston enlisted 
in 
the 
arm y, serving u n d e r A ndrew Jackson 
ag ain st th e C reek Indians. 
It w as in 
the battle of H orseshoe Bend th a t his 
courage a ttra c te d 
th e atten tio n 
of 
Jackson. 
A co m rade try in g to scale a 
sto ck ad e w as shot and H ouston took 
his place and was first over. 
He re ­ 
ceived an arro w in the thigh which he 
could not pull out, and w hen a com ­ 
panion tried tw ice and failed. H o u s­ 
ton cried: “ If you d on’t do it I will 
kill you.” 
T h e a rro w cam e out the 
th ird pull. 
W hen the a rm y w as reduced to a 
peace footing H ouston w as retained, 
hav in g been prom oted to second lieu­ 
tenant. 
In N ovem ber, 1816, Houston 
w as detailed on ex tra d u ty as su b ­ 
ag en t to his old friends, the C hero­ 
kee Indians. 
In this c ap acity he tried 
to sto p th e sm uggling of African n e­ 
groes from Spanish Florida into bor­ 
d e r settlem en ts. 
D uring the w in ter of 
this y e ar H ouston conducted a dele­ 
gation to W ashington, w here he found 
him self accused of com plicity in this 
trade. 
His first 
offense, however, 
w as that, being an officer on duty, he 
ap peared before S e c retary 
of 
W ar 
C alhoun in Indian costum e. H is tr e a t­ 
m ent, however, angered him and after 
bringing his Indians hom e he resign­ 
ed from the arm y, a fte r being prom ot­ 
ed to first lieu ten an t 
In 1818 he w ent to Nashville, stud 
led law six m onths, passed the req u ir­ 
ed ex am inations and began practicing 
in Lebanon, n e a r Nashville. 
T h e fol­ 
lowing y ear he w as elected district 
atto ren ey at Nashville. 
It w as in N ashville th at 
H ouston 
fought his only duel. 
As a resu lt of 
political en m ity he was challenged by 
P o s tm a ster E rw in of Nashville. H ous­ 
ton refused to accept the challenge. 
Irater H ouston learn ed th a t a 
G en­ 
eral \ \ bite had said he had not tr e a t­ 
ed E rw in courteously. 
Houston then 
called upon Erwin, saying; “ You crit­ 
icised my conduct; a n y m essage from 
you will 
receive my a tten tio n .” 
A 
challenge followed and several days 
later the duel was fought. 
W hite fell 
at the first fire, shot through the hip, 
though not m ortally wounded. 
H ous­ 
ton then w ent to W hite and expressed 
' sorrow for w hat he had done. 
W ith 
num erous 
adventures, 
fiv e 
years in the a rm y and tw o term s in 
Congress, 
H ouston's 
popularity in­ 
creased and in 1827 he w as elected

ernor. 
H o uston’s political 
enem ies 
attack ed him and he m ade no defense. 
H e said, how ever, "Eliza stan d s 
ac­ 
quitted by m e.” 
Y ears 
later, 
afte r 


j H o uston’s death, his widow said th at 
H ouston had told h e r th a t he had dis­ 
covered his wife loved an o th e r and 
th a t he th o u g h t the best thing to do 
w as to leave h e r free to get a divorce 
on th e grounds of abandonm ent. 
H ouston th en rejoined the Indians 
and la te r m arried a handsom e half- 
breed Indian woman. 
Believing th a t 
the 
Indians 
w ere 
system atically 
sw indled by agents, he w ent to W ash ­ 
ington in 1830, reported his belief to 
the g o vernm ent and several 
ag en ts 
were dism issed. 
H ouston then bid to 
supply the Indians ratio n s at 18 cen ts 
a day each, and while P resid en t J a c k ­ 
son w as anxious to give him th e co n ­ 
tract, th e o ffer w as declined as the 
result of opposition. 
In 1832 this incident, when H ouston 
again w ent to W ashington, resulted 
in 
a personal 
e n co u n ter 
betw een 
Houston 
and 
R ep resen tativ e 
S ta n ­ 
berry of Ohio, in which S tan b erry w as 
bested. 
S ta n b erry 
charged to 
the 
sp eak er of the house th a t he had been 
waylaid by Houston and an in vestiga­ 
tion w as held before th e b ar of the 
house. 
F ra n c is Scott Key w as H ous­ 
to n ’s attorney. 
Houston w as 
fined 
$500, but th e fine w as rem itted afte r 
Presid en t Jack so n indicated he sided 
with H ouston. 
Houston, 
sum m ing up th e 
affair, 
said: “I w as dying but once and if 
th ey h ad tak e n m e before a ju stice 
and fined m e ten dollars for assau lt 
and b a tte ry it would have killed m e: 
but th ey gave m e a national tribunal 
for a th eater, and it set me up again." 
H ouston w ent to T exas in 1832, be­ 
ginning a 
c a re e r 
th at 
took 
him 
through 
h istoric conquests, 
through 
fights and ultim ate victory over the 
invading M exicans; into the trying o r­ 
deals of gov ern m en t form ation; into 
the presidential ch air of the sta te of 
Texas; back to W ashington as a s e n ­ 
a to r an d filled the re m a in d e r of his 
active life with service th a t ended 
suddenly, a fte r he 
had 
retired be 
cause of age, w hen, during th e w ar be­ 
tween th e states, he learned of the 
fall of V icksburg. 
General H ouston w as the hero of 
the fam ous battle of San Ja c in to and 
wounds which h e received in this e n ­ 
counter w ith th e Mexicans a re said to 
have h asten ed his death. 
W hen T exas w as seceded he refu s­ 
ed to tak e the oath to th e C onfederate 
governm ent, and being 
g o vernor at 
th at time, he w as deposed. 
H e then 
retired with his fam ily—having again 
been m arried, his Indian bride having 
refused to leave h e r tribe when he 
re-entered politics— to 
Independence, 
Texas. 
H e died at Huntsville, Texas, 
July 26th, 1863.

Second. 
Loans on longer tim e and 
easier term s of paym ent. 
Third. 
Lower rates of interest. 
A nother m easure cited in this con­ 
nection is the bonded w arehouse act 
of A ugust ll, 1916. 
This legislation 
was passed in response to a dem and 
on the part of the 
farm ers for 
a 
m echanism th at would enable them 
to borrow money more easily and at 
a lower rate of interest, on 
stored 
crops. 
It perm its a farm er to place 
produce in a bonded w arehouse and 
secure a receipt for it. 
On this re­ 
ceipt he can easily borrow money, for 
it represents gilt edged security. 
The 
risk which in the old days the banker 
took in lending money, even to farm ­ 
ers w ith good credit, is elim inated by 
this m ethod and the rates of interest 
therefore are lowered. 
In addition, 
the farm er now has a much larger 
field in which to negotiate his loans 
than in the days when he w as practi­ 
cally lim ited to those bankers 
who 
knew him personally. 
The cotton futures act and the U nit­ 
ed States grain standards act are cit­ 
ed as further exam ples of recent pro­ 
gressive agrarian 
legislation. 
"The 
latter of these," Mr. Vrooman says, “is 
a step in the direction of national ef­ 
ficiency and national economic pre­ 
paredness." 
Its effect will be m ark­ 
edly beneficial on our foreign com­ 
merce in grain. Of the cotton futures 
act it is said th at the net results al­ 
ready has been th at th e prices of cot­ 
ton which are now published every 
day throughout the country reflect the 
actual changes In the value of cotton 
rather than quotations of 
arbitrary 
fluctuations created by gam blers for 
their own benefit, as was too often the 
case in the past. 
In sum ming up the effect of these 
and other laws, Mr. Vrooman says: 
“It is clear, I think, th a t as a result 
of this splendid program of construe 
five legislation a 
new 
agricultural 
epoch has begun. 
At last w hat for so 
long was m erely the hope, th e aspira 
tion, the dream of the widely scatter­ 
ed, im perfectly organized tillers of 
our soil has become the avowed pol­ 
icy of the federal departm ent of agri­ 
culture. and has been w ritten by Con­ 
gress into the law of the land." 
In conclusion the assistan t secre­ 
tary says: “There is indeed etill need 
for organized effort on the p art of 
farm ers, still need 
for 
educational 
cam paigns in behalf of m easures to 
m eet those requirem ents of the farm ­ 
er which still rem ain unsatisfied. But 
it is a great thing th at the govern­ 
m ent of the nation th at 
leads the 
world in agricultural production 
at 
last is m eeting the farm er a t least 
half way and has m anifested a will­ 
ingness and a friendly desire to co­ 
operate w ith him in the future in any 
constructive work th at looks to 
the 
building up of our national * I asperity 
on the basis of a perm anently pros­ 
perous agriculture."

W ashington, D. C.—A review of the I 
most significent steps th at have been 
taken in the last few years to benefit 
the economic condition of the farm er 
is contained in an article 
by 
Carl 
Vrooman, assistant secretary of agr!- J 
culture, published in the forthcoming 
Year Book of the departm ent. In this 
article Mr. Vrooman points out that 
for fifty years the United States de- J 
partm ent of agriculture 
has 
been 
studying how to increase production 
on the farms, but th at it is only very 
recently th at stress has been laid on , 
a study of the problem of making that I 
production profitable. 
In the past, he 
says, there has been a m istaken th e­ 
ory th at everybody is interested in in­ 
creasing agricultural production, but 
th at nobody but the farm er is inter- 1 
ested in making th at production prof ' 
itable. 
That this theory has at last been ; 
recognized as fallacious is indicated 
by im portant legislation enacted in 
the last few years. 
Prom inent in this 
legislation was the creation in 1913 
of the office of M arkets and Rural 
Organization. 
The creation of this 
office, says Mr. Vrooman, “was an in­ 
novation of epoch 
m aking 
signifi­ 
cance." 
This office represents 
the 
first attem pt on the part of the gov­ 
ernm ent to remedy through scientific 1 
investigation the waste and extrava j 
gance in our present methods of dis- J 
tributing and disposing of farm prod - 1 
ucts. 
Long before there was any o f-1 
fil ial recognition of the need for this 
step, the farm ers them selves realized 
the 
necessity 
for it. 
The Grange 
movement, 
the 
Farm ers’ 
Alliance 
movem ent and the Populist movement 
were all inspired by the conviction on 
the part of the producers that organ­ 
ization on their part was essential to : 
im provem ent in their economic con-; 
dition. The assistant secretary points 
out that while many of the specific 
rem edies demanded by the leaders of 
these movem ents were im practicable, 
their basic dem ands were just, and he 
emphasizes the necessity of applying 
to these problem s much the 
sam e 
methods of scientific 
study 
which 
have made possible such extraordi­ 
nary advances in the production 
of 
crops. 
In addition to the creation of the 
office of M arkets and Rural O rganiza­ 
tion, a num ber of laws have been pass­ 
ed which are characterized as being 
of im mense economic im portance to 
the farm er. 
Perhaps the most impor 
tau t one of these is “that financial 
Magna C harta 
of the 
farm er," the 
farm loan act. 
“This.” declares the 
assistan t secretary, "is the first great 
financial m easure ever passed by Con­ 
gress prim arily in the interest of the 
farm er. 
I have no doubt that in the 
future it will be 
stren g th en I 
by 
am endm ents w ith regard to some of 
its m inor details, as was the federal 
reserve bill, but in all fairness It must 
be adm itted th at this bill will do for 
the farm er very much w hat the fed 
eral reserve act la doing for the busi­ 
ness m an. 
It will furnish tile farme> 
w ith 
those 
fundam ental necessities 
th at he has been asking for. voting 
for and praying for during the pa t 
half century.’
